and which are yet untouched with the 
plow, and some faint idea of the capa- 
bilities of the State may be obtained. 

There were produced in 1881 9,000,000 
gallons. A future day, if the capabili- 
ties are worked up, will see the amount 
up in the billions, a quantity that would 
equal a river in continual flow. There 
are. millions of acres of government 
land ayailable for vine growing. A 
writer familiar with the subject says 
there is five or six times as much land 
left yet in the foothills and valleys of 
the State as was ever planted in France 


have pipe-lines to convey the product 
to the sea-board, whence it will be ship- 
ped to the remote corners of the earth! 
This will some day be done unless man- 
rind goes back upon its traditions and 
its habits, and adopts the blue-ribbon 
universally. 

Statistics say the home consump- 
tion of wine has greatly increased 
and dealers state the demand is 
constantly increasing. In the few 
localties in- which the phylloxera 
has made its appearance, it is being 
grappled with successfully, and little 
fear of the future is now felt. During 
the past year from 40,000,000 tc 
50,000,000 vines were plantedin the 
State, and itis estimated that 50,000,000 
will be added inthe spring montns of 
1882.

We have no data from which to give 
the market value of this production, 
but will suppose it must exceed 50

valuation of $829,500. When we sup- 
plement this statement by an increase 
of one thousand per cent. we. may ap- 
proach a reasonable estimate of the 
future possibilities and reasonable 
probabilities of the wine product of 
California.

GEORGE F. BAKER. 


His Death at San Franeisco Fu- 
meral Sunday at San Jose. 

The many friends of State Senator 
Baker were somewhat surprised at his 
death, as announcedin the tele 
for the report had been that he was 
The news was that he 
died from pyemia, superinduced by 
jaundice, at No, 37 Second street, San 
Francisco, Saturday morning. The re- 
mains were taken to San Jose that 
evening, and interred from the M. E. 
Church at 2:30 r. u., Sunday, San Jose 
Commandery, No. 10, Knights Templar, 
and the different lodges of Odd Fellows, 


attended, of which orders he was an 
honored member. 

George Frank Baker was born in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, September 15, 1849, 
and hence was 32 years, 5 months and 
16 days old at the time of his death. 
His father was a Methodist preacher, 
well known in the central portion of 
the State, and one of the leading®spirits 
in moving the University of the Pacific 
to its present location on the Stockton 
grant, between the towns of Santa 
Clara and San Jose. In 1857 Senator 
Baker came to Marysville, with his 
people. In 1862 he entered the Uni- 
versity of the Pacific, then at Santa 
Clara, and graduated with distinction 
in 1870, receiving the degree of A. B. 
and afterwards that of A. M. He 
* in the public school for awhile 
in ta Clara county, and in 1872 was 
elected County Superintendent. Be- 
fore his term expired he was admitted 
to the bar, and in 1874 removed to San 
Francisco. While there he invested 
the savings from his school salary in 
mining stocks, and. with an upward 
boom soon found himself worth some- 
thing in the neighborhood of $100,000. 
In 1876 he traveled through Europe, 
and around the world. Taking up his su 
residence in Santa Clara county again, 
he was elected State Senator. His 
course in this office is well-known, and 
now, he is gone. Ambition’s flame is 

The genial, whole-souled 
amiliar Frank is dead. Had he lived 
he might have attained a 4 ition, | ° 
either in Eis profession or 3 e coun- 
cils of the Nation.
